CATCHING UP WITH THE MOVIES

An Industry That Strikes the Mind With Wonder Even More by
Its Progressiveness Than by Its Magnitude and Is Thus Like
the Auto Business—Shall the Church Lag Behind?

HROUGHOUT my trip acroas the con-

tinent, but especially In Californin, and
notably In Los Angeles and San Franolsco,
two things most of all claimed my attention.
This they did more the fair at San

pleture Industries. In these two places, in
peculinr ways, have this thought
fixed on both., It la small wondor, since the
moving pleture business (s enpitallzed as
highly today In Amerlca as the stesl trust,
and the auto sales, In the past year slons,
exceed the nationnl debt of the United Staten.

This has set me thinking. Has the Church
anything like the progressiveness of these
two Institutions? If why not? 1Is it
because It has not the same capital? Or Ia
It becaugo It lacks the same falth In its own
utillty and the same confldence in It own
future? Would that, from elther or hoth
of these, the Church might learn a lesson
and take courage!l Transportation s n
manian of thisn age; the automoblla Is s
modern agency, Is religlon & less perma-
nent, a less ablding need? Education is &
fetish of the nge, while recreation Is another.
The cinemntograph is educational and
recreational both., 1Is the hurch content to
ba and to do less? Why should It be wso
much less popular than are the moving ple-
ture places, which are omnipresent and
which everywhere are crowded to the doors?

From Cowpath to Auto Road

I vislted one day the busy oflices of the
National Automoblle Tourists' Assoclation at
San Francisco. There I loarned that, over
the maln three transcontinental routes, the
Natlonal Purks Highway, the Lincoln High-
way and the Banta Fe Trall, thers has been
an average of one party arriving every flve
minutes in the day this summer at the coast,
Of thess three modern roadways many por-
tlona are beginning to rival in skiliful en-
gineering the French highways and In scenle
grandeur the mountain pauses of Switzer-
land, Added to these ls the Pacific High-
way, which Is a complete system of road-
ways north and msouth, connecting British
Columbin with the southern limit of Califor-
nin, a total distance of 2000 miles. Along
this Camino Real, the motorist guides hils
car over A road as perfect In Its way ans is the
gently tempered olimate, which mokes the
trip n possible one at any time of the twelve-
month. Who has bulit these roads, and why?

Muany & Western clty's Chamber of Com-
merce has joined in memorializing the na-
tional Government for the bullding of better
roads from ocean to ooean, and from Canada
to Mexico, fulrly gridironing the country,
Thelr reasoning is something like this: Cowns
maks cowpaths from the pasture te the yard,
and ducks and goese from the pond to thelr
shelter at night. A savage Is simply one
who dwelln In the woods: no roads are
known to savage barbarism, Even early
olvillzntion wan ocontent with s suMcient
trall along which the horsemen rode. But
with the invention of the first crude-whesled
vehicla came the necessity for something
more. It was observed In andlent times that
all roads led to Rome That city was the
contre of the civilization of its day; hence
roads were the concomitant and the inasig-
nia of the clvilization of the Mternal Clty in
Its pristine glory, With the further develop-
ment of civillzation came the rulirond, with
fts slosl trucks for frelght and passenger
cars, so that, to write a history of roads,
from the cowpath and the trail to the trunk
Hne raliroad, would be to write a history of
civilization; the two would go hand In hand,
with equal steps, on every page of the his-
tory of the race.
